REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach or show a light source cooling system 
having a blower and two exhaust fans in which the blower has an outlet facing the 
interior region of the light source with a first exhaust fan adjacent the front end of the 
light source and a second exhaust fan which is adjacent a rear end of the light source in 
which the blower cooperates with the first exhaust fan to generate a first airstream for 
cooling the interior region and the second exhaust fan forms a second airstream for 
cooling the exterior region of the light source.
